they voted more than 2 to 1 for re- 
peal of the- Severson act, 
the state 


enforcement law. With two precincts 
missing the vote- for repeal was 
7,543 and only 3,275 for 
continuing 


state enforcement. 


The vote in favor of amending the 


Severson act to legalize the sale of 
2.75 per cent beer in "Wisconsin was 
just as emphatic as it was for repeal 
of the act itself. With two precincts 
missing the vote for amendment was 
7,445 and 3,244 against. 


In the city of Appleton, every ward 


except the First voted to abolish the 
S»verson act, giving a 
majority of 


over 2 to 1 for repeal. The vote in 
the city was 3,650 for repeal and 
1,760 to retain the bill. The proposal 
to legalize beer also was indorsed by 
every ward except the First and the 
vote was 3,383 for amendment and 
1,716 opposed. 


Kaukauna went more than 3 to 1 


for abolishing the Severson act. and 
for legalizing 2.75 per cent beer and 
Little Chute gave a majority of. al 
most 10 to 1 to opponents of state 
prohibition enforcement. 


Only two precincts in the 
entire 


county voted to sustain the Sever- 
son act and botli were in the city of 
Appleton, the First precinct of, the 
First ward and the first precinct of 
the Second ward. The vote on the 
Duncan bill -was about the 
same, 


with the same two precincts turning 
in majorities against change in the 
state enforcement act. 


The majority for repeal and amend' 


ment of the enforcement act was 
slightly larger outside the city than 
in it. The vote outside of Appleton 
was 3,803 for repeal of the Severson 
act and 1.515 opposed, and the vote 
' for amendment of the act was 4,062 
and 1,528 opposed.

Smith, his pilot, Charles T. Ulm, and 
the two men with them who Sunday 
flashed a, mysterious message to the 
world and disappeared 
somewhere 


east of Wyndham, western Aus 
tralia. 
In that, message, which they ended 


with their characteristic "cheerio," 
they told of failing motors on their 
piano and a heavy rainstorm which 
obscured the 
ground 
from 
their 


view. 
They gave their position as 


'''about 100 miles east of Wyndham" 
—and then sank into the vastness of 
the Australian brush, 
peopled by 


wild uncivilized savages, some of 
them cannibalistic pygmies. 


To add to the general anxiety there 


was the fear Wednesday that the 
search which was being made for 
them might be far 
off the 
right 


track. It was feared the rainstorms 
in which the plane had become lost 
forced it off its path, and that when 
Captain Kingsford-Smlth dispatched 
his final message Sunday 
morning 


he may have been much 
further 


than he thought from Wynham. 


The immense area inland 
from 


Wyndham is practically unexplored 
—a milderness of hills and 
rivers 


without any permanent beaten tracks 
and not the semblance of roadways. 
It Is one of. the wildest territories in 
the world.

Washington — No American citizen 


was ever more pleased with a new 
job than President Herbert Hoover. 


It is just a month since March 4. 


when he took over his new job and 
he is working at it with a joyful 
zest and a serene confidence — as if a 
man's worries ended, rather 
than 


merely began, after his inaugura- 
tion. 


The man in the White House is a 


Hoover very different from the Can- 
didate Hoover of last fall. Candidate 
Hoover seemed rather a 
nervous 


person. His gaze was shifty and 
more often than not was settled on 
the region of his belt. He spoke jerk- 
ily and, In the presence of groups. 
seldom appeared 
at ease. • Many 


thought he was easily frightened by 
adverse political developments. 


President Hoover isn't like that 


at all. President Hoover keeps his 
chin in the air. He speaks easily and 
smoothly, with a tinge of confident 
aggressiveness. The old statement 
that Hoover was "timid" is not 
heard any more. 


* * * 


That is the noticeable change in 


Hoover during his first month in of- 
lice. Otherwise he has not changed 
at all. His duties are not the same, 
but his routine and habits of life are 
almost identical. And he has stepped 
into the 
duties — one of his secre- 


taries says — "as if he had been pre& 
ident all his life." 


Hoover has probably had his mind 


indirectly on the presidency for the 
past eight years. But while he work- 
ed and fretted he also planned and 
studied. He made the Department of 
Commerce a vitally important arm 
of government. And at the same time 
he kept himself fully informed on 
the major domestic and international 
problems with which a 
president 


must deal. He was often accused of 
butting into the affairs of other de- 
partments. 


Thus a bright new set of "Hoover 


policies" was ready for prompt ap 
plication when he became president 
and Hoover lost no time in applying 
them. The fact that they have been 
applied to such diverse matters as 
oil, publicity, income tax 
returns, 


yachts, horses, prohibition enforce- 
ment and Mexican revolutions indi- 
cates the wide range of his past 
study and thought. 
* * * 


There must, however, always be 


certain new conditions inherent to 
the presidency and bound to annoy 
any new president. Try as he may, 
Hoover will be unable to avoid the 
glaring spotlight of national popular 
interest. His slightest motion is to- 
day a matter of news; only ingenuity 
can keep it secret. 
Figuratively 


speaking, the "White House is virtu- 
ally a house of glass. 


A year ago Hoover might have 


tossed a medicine ball with Tom 
Hefiin in the middle of the street 
and few would have noticed. Today 
any news photographer would give 
his right eye for a picture of the 
Hoover "medicine ball cabinet" in 
action and, if properly staged, the 
spectacle would fill Madison Square 
Garden every night for a year. If 
the president displays interest 
in 


anything at all, the fact automat- 
ically becomes news. 
• • • 


Today the world knows that' he 


rises at 7 a, m., takes deep breaths 
in front of an open window, tosses 
the medicine ball with Dr. Joel T. 
Boone, Justice Stone, 
and other 


friends and breakfasts at about 8 
o'clock on an invariable faro of cit- 
rus fruit, scrambled eggs and bacon 
and coffee. And he shaves himself 
with a safety razor. 


His friends call him the most ad- 


justable man in the world, but he 
follows the same old regular routine 
of personal habits. Going from place 
to place he has nearly always pre- 
ferred riding to 
walking and al- 


though he often takes brief walks in 
the White House 
grounds 
these 


aren't long enough to be called ex- 
ercise. Filled with nervous energy, 
Hoover feels that 
while a man is 


walking he might be doing some- 
thing more important — and if he is 
going somewhere, riding is quicker. 


During the stress of the campaign 


he exercised regularly and his train- 
er boasts that the candidate finally 
\\as able to lie on his back and 
touch the floor with his toes by put- 
ting his feet over his head. But the 
president doesn't 
go in for that 


now; he takes only moderate' exer- 
cise without an electric horse or 
other mechanical contrivance.

His working day runs from 9 a, 


m. to 6:30. 
He smokes 
an after 


breakfast cigar, large and fairly ex- 
pensive, and \\alks through to the 
executive office. There he is awaited 
by George Akcrson, his large, genial 
secretary, with such mail as is deem- 
ed to merit his attention.

Considering the small vote cast, less 


than 50 per cent, the wets won a big- 
victorj-. The drys may contend that the 
light vote was responsible for their de- 
feat, on the ground that their greatest 
strength is in the rural districts where 
the storm made it difficult to reach the 
pqlling places, but \yc do.not think the 
reasoning would hold. Had the result 
been the reverse the wets would use 
the same argument. Undoubtedly the 
verdict is representative of Wisconsin 
opinion. 


Be that as it may, the adoption of the 


proposals submitted in the referendum 
was a'futile and senseless thing to do. 
The people were swayed by 
feeling. 


Nothing whatever is accomplished to- 
ward' giving Wisconsin a better or a 
legalized supply-of intoxicating bever- 
ages, if that is what is desired. • The 
beef-referendum is too absurd to be 
taken seriously. Certainly the adoption 
of that question reflects no credit on 
the state. 
The only effect the -whole 


procedure can have is to advertise to 
the rest of the nation that Wisconsin 
refuses longer to support a part of the 
constitution which it ratified and pro- 
poses to overthrow it without recourse 
to constitutional methods. It goes even 
further than this, for it defies the con- 
stitution by attempting to legalize the 
manufacture of 2.75 per cent beer. 
• The significance of the vote as reg- 
istering dissatisfaction with prohibi- 
tion 
and its 
abuses is 
evident. 


Furthermore, it helps to refute in some 
degree the inference that the election 
of Hoover and defeat of Smith was<*i 
reindorsement of prohibition. Never- 
theless, a more consistent, effective and 
honest method could have been select- 
ed to register this protest. We do not 
believe that at this time "Wisconsin 
would vote to repeal the 18th amend- 
ment, an assumption which is strength- 
ened by the apparent unwillingness of 
the wets to submit such a question. If 
that is correct then the vote on the ref- 
erendum becomes a'merely blind as- 
sault and we venture the opinion that, 
not one in ten who supported it has an 
idea what to expect now that it is. 
adopted.

BANKS AND SPECULATION 
The Wall street speculative craze 


has reached a point where it threatens 
to involve the Federal Reserve system 
in a controversy with the large New 
York banks. Senator Glass, one of the 
originators of the Federal Reserve, has 
severely criticized President Mitchell 
of the National City bank for placing 
additional funds at 
the disposal of 


Wall street borrowers at a time- when 
the Federal Reserve board was endeav- 
oring to curtail loans for speculation. 
The difference in the background is the 
extent to which member banks in the 
Federal Reserve system shall go to the 
relief of the stock market during severe 
credit stringencies, as well as the ex- 
tent to which they shall support spec- 
ulation. 


There arc various degrees of specula- 


tion. Some of it is combined with in- 
vestment and some of it is not. A very 
large volume is conducted on margins. 
It is no concern to the Federal board, - 
however, how the stock gambling is 
conducted, that is, whether stocks are 
bought outright or on margin, but it is 
of concern when a member bank bor- 
rows in order to re-loan to borrowers 
for financing the purchase of stocks on 
credit. 
The Federal Reserve system 


was not designed to promote dealings 
of that nature. It was organized pri- 
marily to make credit available to legit- 
imate business requirements at all 
times and throughout the entire coun- 
try. Negatively it was set up to take 
the control over credit out of Wall 
street, to prevent money stringency 
and to afford all legitimate enterprise 
with an clastic 
currency and ample 


credit. 


Iii recent months speculative loans 


have increased approximately twice as 
fast as commercial loans. Nearly 15 
per cent of the country's resources to- 
day is tied up in speculative credit. 
Moreover, the speculation is- being con- 
ducted without any real regard 
tcx 


values, asset or earning. Many sensa- 
tional increases in prices have 
been-- 


without rhyme or reason and have ob-\ 
viously been artificial. Whether New 
York banking interests admit it or not, 
it is common knowledge throughout 
the United States that this craze has' 
become 
of dangerous proportions, 


threatening to impair credit for ordi- 
nary business, industry and commerce 
and to precipitate a serious financial 
crisis in Wall street. 


There is not a great deal of 
differ- 


ence between this wholesale.gambling 
and what goes on at Monte Carlo, for 
gambling it essentially is and nothing 
else. Few people are buying stocks at 
today's prices to put away in safety 
boxes and forget. 
They are buying 


them to take a profit on the next 
rise or they are selling short .'to take a 
profit on the next drop. 
It is asking 


too much to utilize-the banking re- 
sources of the country to carry on this 
betting. Certainly it is going beyond 
prudence or safety to give the gam- 
bling fraternity unlimited credit and 
then when reaction occurs or is indi- 
cated, to pour out fresh funds to avert 
a crash. 


The Federal Reserve board is en- 


tirely right in seeking to put a check 
on this inordinate speculation. Banks 
which are making a lot of money out of 
it may defend their action and may 
criticize the Federal Reserve board, 
but the country is with the board and 
believes that it is right. The prosperi- 
ty of the country is not in any ' sense 
dependent upon wild speculation. It is 
not in a true sense dependent 
upon 


gambling in any form. The enormous 
paper profits represented in the specu- 
lative movement of the last year have 
nothing to do with sound prosperity. 
The integrity and supremacy and 
efficacy of the Federal Reserve system 
arc of infinitely more importance, to the 
United States than all of the gambling 
that has ever taken place in Wall 
street. It took a century of national ex- 
istence to get away 
from 
unsound 


banking practices and Wall street fi- 
nancial domination. 
It was accom- 


plished through the Federal Reserve 
system. No greater mistake could be 
made than to o\ crthrow or impair it by 
defiant member banks which seek to 
bolster up Wall street gambling.

Today's Anniversary 


. SURRENDER OF RICHMOND 


Sixty-four years ago today Richmond, Va., the 


seat of the Confederate government, surrendered 
to the Federals. The preceding day, General Lee 
had .decided to evacuate tho city and take his 
army of 30.000 men to a naturally fortified spot, 
where he might have some chance of repulsing 
the northern hosts until he could strike an effec- 
tive blow. 


The march of the Confederates was started at 


midnight and tho following morning, April S, 
1863, 
the mayor of Richmond surrendered to 


General Wcitzcl. The northern troops marched 
into a. city that was being swept by a disastrous 
fire. It had spread from small fires set to public 
property, and before It was extinguished laid 
practically one-third of Richmond in ashes. 


While Federal troops were fighting flames. 


Lee's retreating army was meeting a series of 
heartbreaking disappointments. 
With Grant's 


army of 50,000 men pursuing, the Confederates, 
through a mistake, missed connections with a 
train bringing much-needed food and missed an- 
other all-important train connection several days 
later. 


On April 3 the Army of Northern Virginia 


surrendered to Grant at Appomattox Court 
House.

trying to teach health—not disease, 
but health to the layman to know 
that a lay audience will never get 
my point or will never accept it as 
the simple truth until certain uni- 
versal morbid 
delusions or fancies 


are disposed of. So let us dispose of 
these obstacles right now. 


One very popular delusion that Is 


cultivated for profit by numerous 
subsidized health authorities, is that 
this an! that item of diet is binding 
in effect. This is absolutely untrue. 
Nothing that i9 fit to cat is binding 
or constipating. Some foods or com- 
binations of foods arc more laxative 
than others, but none is binding, and 
there is no exception whaever to 
this, and I most earnestly assure you 
that one should never avoid a whole- 
some article of food 
on 
the silly 


ground that it may prove constipat- 
ing. All food 19 more or less laxa- 
tive. We cannot devote more time 
to this now, but plcaso remember the 
unqualified fact I have - asserted, 
namely, that no one can blame any 
food or mixture of foods for costive- 
ness or constipation or the physic 
takmp habit. 


Next I must dispose of another 


very moibid and nowadays, I fear, 
much too popular delusion. This one. 
too. Is cultivated by all sorts of fake 
healers, nostrum makers, health food 
brigands and ju.st plain nuts. I refer 
to the 
autointoxication obsession, 


simply 
worded. 
autointoxication 


means some kind of poisoning of the 
body from the adsorption of waste 
matter of ono kind or another from 
the intestine. Such a thing absolute- 
ly does not happen, except in rare 
instances of complete intestinal ob- 
struction which demands immediate 
surgical intervention to save the vic- 
tim's life. With all the sincerity and 
conviction possible. I assure you that 
autointoxication can't happen to any- 
one who i<; not desperately or per- 
haps fatally ill of complete ob^trtlc- 
tion. I regret there is no time now 
to argue with >ou about this: if you 
cherish deeply intrenched sentiments 
about it. and find you cannot sur- 
mount your own preconceived notions 
thi* i«! your misfortune. Even if cer- 
tain illustrious members of my own 
beloved profession do still sound off 
about the autointoxication theorv or 
make noises that imply they believe 
in some such thing. I 
still assert 


that autointoxication can't happen 
until and unless on<* is about to die 
or so dim near to death that there 
is no joko in it.

Answer—The cause is unknown. 


The manifestations of the 
disease 


"may be held in check and the pa- 
tient kept quite well so long as ad- 
equate amounts of a specific sub- 
stance contained abundantly in Hv-/ 
er and kidney are taken by the pa- 
tient. If the patient will eat half a 
pound of any kind of liver, cook- 
ed to suit his taste, three times a 
week, he wil receive an adequate 
amount of the specific substance. 
Liver is a cure for pernicious ane- 
mia, but it has no particular value 
in ordinary secondary anemias, that 
is, animias incident to innumerable 
diseases and poisonings.

kind that spread malaria germs, ths 
wives and daughters have much the 
best of the bargain. 


"When cozy resting places in hous- 


es and sheds are available, it's the 
female of the specie^ who does her 
resting there, and most of the males 
are left to shift for themselves in 
less desirable nooks. 


Conducting an investigation along 


the. Roanoke river in Bertie coun- 
ty, during which more than 5.500 
mosquitos were captured, Dr. Hen": 
ry W. Kumm of the Rockefeller 
Foundation's international, health di- 
vision station here made this obser- 
•\ation: 


"Of anophelines captured 
inside 


houses all were female; of anophe- 
lines captured in mule sheds about 
99 per cent were females; of ano- 
phehnes captured under houses. 71 ~i 
per cent were females and 2S.3 pet 
cent males; of anophelines capture-i 
in hollow trees, 20.4 per cent •wer- 
females and 79.6 per cent males." 


A number of the mosquitos were 


stained and set free in an effort to 
find out how far these pests can fly 
and spread their poison within one 
generation of their brief lives. Some 
of the stained ones were recaptur- 
ed 0.4 mile from the point where 
they had been marked. Other in- 
vestigators. Dr. Kumm points out. 
have measured mosquito flights by 
the same method and showed they 
were capable of traveling as much 
as a mile.

from 


the Hoover inaugural address: 


"The agricultural problem is not 


wholly an economic problem.

So that, in addition to finding 
the solution to the particular diffi- 
culty in that particular branch of 
business, we must have regard for 
important social problems involved." 


Courses have been arranged in

serve board's greatest power at the 
moment to affect the credit situation 
lies in its use of moral suasion. 
And the best opportunity 
afforded

at governors happen to be meeting 
in semi-annual session here now. 


It is only a coincident that the 


governors are In "Washington at the 
very moment that a crisis has been 
reached in the credit situation. But 
it is nevertheless an opportunity for. 
the Federal Reserve board to trans- 
mit to the governors first-hand the 
views that it holds as to the duties 
of member banks in the present sit- 
uation. ThG governors aro all offi- 
cials of tho government while the 
reserve banks arc ownc'd and con- 
trolled by the member banks. But 
ilio governors sit with-the respect- 
ive directorates and net-as a channel 
of communication with the federal 
reserve board. 


The federal reserve board is not 


taking up such questions as the 
statement made last week by Charles 
K. Mitchell, president of the National 
City bank. It is known that the ac- 
tion of Mr. Mitchell in- .helping to 
keep' call money from going above 15 
per cent, met with tho approval of 
the board through his method of 
announcing it was tho occasion for 
adverse comment here. 


BOOST COOPERATION 


•What the federal reserve board is 


concerned with at the 
moment Is 


that the actual means of cooperation 
between the member, banks and the 
Federal Reserve board 
shall be 


•strengthened. This'is only another 
way of saying that the board -would 
like the banks to examine closely.tile 
character of loans being- made by 
them which.may be used for specu- 
lative purposes as against commer- 
cial needs. 


In some cities there is already an 


understanding between leading banks 
..that no reprisals by disappointed de- 
positors shall be taken against each 
•other. This theory of cooperation is 
new-but it is believed to go to the 
root • of the present trouble. 
Such 


understandings are never reached in 
the -open but in private conference. 
The federal reserve board is not sug- 
gesting any methods by which the 
results desired are to be achieved but 
is simply urging that the member 
.banks he given full information as 
to the purposes of the board in the 
event that speculation is not check- 
ed. 


"When the governors go home they 


will be able to tell their-directors and 
in turn the member banks that the 
reserve board is in .earnest, that It 
means to -use its implicit powers to 
the.- limit but that it would prefer 
voluntary cooperation1 and 
moral 


suasion rather -than drastic 
action 


though this will be forthcoming if 
speculation interferes with the op- 
portunity of business to borrow its 
money for commercial uses at nor- 
jnal rates. 
.-While the board is being told that 
its. only wise course is to raise the 
rediscount rate as suggested for i 
stance In the National* City bank's 
monthly review, there Is .no such 
feeling of confidence that such a step 
would be sufficient to break down 
speculation; At the same time it is 


. ,felt that the damage to the commer- 
" cial structure might be incalculable. 


The significant thing about the 


present situation is that the reports 
from different parts of the country 
on business conditions indicate con- 
siderable activity and that the men- 
ance of the credit situation is the 
only dark spot. The twelve govern, 
ors will be able to transmit this 
feeling to their respective 
bank 


boards and members with the 
fur 


ther urge that -funds be not loaned 
and sent to New York to support a 
speculative market.

Year Are Listed in Budget 
for 1929 


Expenditures of $1,670.000 in the 


northern and southern divisions of 
the Wisconsin-Michigan Power Co. 
for "land and buildings" are listed 
in the budget for 1929, it is reported 
by A. K. Ellis, vice president and 
general manager of the company. 


The southern division of the two 


territories is that area in Wisconsin 
south of the northern border of the 
territory known as the l-'ox Kiver 
valley, Mr. Ellis explained. There is 
a span northward from that area to 
Niagara, in \yhich the company has 
no plants or extensions, and the 
northern "division starts at Niagara, 
extending through Iron Mountain, 
Mich., to Iron-co and the districts 
immediately adjacent, 


The three most important items In 


the northern division program for 
1929 are the urban and rural line ex- 
tensions not covered by individual 
work orders, but planned for this 
year, to the amount of $150.000: the 
construction of an outdoor 66.000 to 
11.400 volt substation In the village 
of Caspian, at a cost of $110,000: 
ana the item listed as "land and 
buildings" for Iron Mountain, esti- 
mated at 560,000. 


The projected new $110,000 sub- 


station at Caspian is necessary, Mr. 
Ellis said, because of the increased 
load in the Iron River district and 
the necessity for better voltage reg- 
ulation at the mines. 


Among other smaller items of ex- 


penditure planned in the northern 
division this year are: 


Tools- and equipment, $6,000: dis- 


tribution tranformers, 
$25,000; in- 


stallation of electric consumers ser- 
vices, $12.500; purchase of meters, 
$15,000: improvement of right-of- 
way, such as the purchasing and 
cutting down of trees, $5,000; pur- 
chastog of instruments for power 
plants, $500; installation of addition- 
al capacity for sub-stations, $6,000; 
improvements 
to- buildings 
and 


grounds at northern division hydro 
plants, $7.000, (part of this will be 
spent at Twin Falls, in the further 
improvement of the grounds and 
buildings); new outdoor oil circuit- 
breaker for the Iron River sub-sta- 
tion, $6,000; reconstruction of seven 
miles of 2,300 volt line from Spauld- 
ing to Carney, $7.000; reconstruction 
of present double throw aid break 
switches for mine circuits in ' the 
Iron River area which are now in- 
operative and hazardous, $5,000; pur- 
chase of land adjacent to the pres- 
ent Crystal Falls sub-station in order 
to provide space for new switching 
equipment and for future high line 
stations, $3.000; purchase and erec- 
tion of one 75-kilowat automatic sub- 
station in the village of Quinnesec, 
$10.000: changing insulators on all 
dead ends on the . 66 kilowat line 
from Iron River to Twin Falls and 
from the Pine plant to the Pine tap, 
$8.000; changing insulators on 
all 


dead ends on the 13.2 kilowat line 
from Twin Falls to Niagara, $2,000; 
purchase of equipment to locate ra- 
dio interference, $300. 


The above, however, is only a 


small portion of the complete list of 
projected 
improvements for 
the 


northern division, and there is added 
to that another lengthy list for the 
southern division, with Individual 
expenditures ranging from $100 to 
$200.000.
